For in- 
stance, it fruit is eaten at the end 
of the meal, it helps to cleanse 
the teeth. of any duughy ou: sticky 
desserts_nave a tendency tw remain 
on the teeth for lung periuds -after 
meals. An apple eaten at the end 
of a meal leaves the teeth almust 


| enirely clean. 


“The chewing of hard foods helps 
to stimulate the circulation of blood 
to the teeth aud gums and alsu de- 
velop the muscies uf the face. More- 
over the: forcing uf the teetb through 
nard foods helps cleans: the teeth 
by pushing off any substances ad- 
hering to them, Teeth shuuld be 


| cleaned after they have been suiled 


That means. brushing them afte: 
eating. It is well knuwn that decay 
occurs most readily in places hard 
to keep clean, so tovth brushing 
should be done thoughtfully to 
cleanse all pussible surfaces, using 
dental floss and toothpicks carefully 
to clean the surfaces between the 
teeth. 

. “Children should use a smal! brush 
and adults one of medium size. It 15 
more effective to cuncentrate on 
small areas with smal! brushes than 
to cuver tou large areas at one time. 
Salt and water is a perfectly satis- 
factory solution with which to 
brush the teeth.

The Back Yard Gardener

Well, I suppose some of you 
folks are busy getting things in 
shape for starting seeds in hot- 
beds, cold frames, or seed flats, 
whichever method you use. Com- 
mercial growers need to hit the 
early market, but for back yard 
gardeners my suggestion is—wait 
another two or three weeks, may- 
be longer, depending on where in 
the state you live. 

Some folks have the idea that 
transplanting helps seedlings get

ever, it’s seldom practical to grow 
early plants without at least one 
transplanting. Of course it can be 
done Sow your seeds thin enough 
in the first place. Then: it’s just 
a case of thinning them out and 
there is no need of transplanting. 

But if you really want my opin- 
ion on the matter, I’d say that 
back yard gardeners, particularly 

beginners, should fcrget about 
starting plants early. You can 
get good plants from profeasion- 
al seedsmen at a very cheap price, 
so why take the trouble of fuss- 
ing, though I know some of us like 
the fuss. 

If you insist, I'd certainly sug- 
gest that you write to the Massa- 
shusetts State College at Am- 
herst, fcr a copy of Extension 
Leaflet No. 60, “Starting Plants 
Marly.” It’s free to residents of 
the state. 

I was reading not so long ago 
about the use of sphagnum moss 
for starting seedlings. Most 
folks use sand or a mixture of soil 
and sand in their seed flats. It’s 
not saying that it’s the thing to 
do, but it might be interesting to 
try if you like to start your seed- 
lings indoors. ~ 
| When you use sphagnum moss 
‘you fill your seed flat about half 
full of sand or loam or compost 
or whatever you use, and then the 
rest cf the flat with well shredd- 
ed sphagnum moss. Pack it so 
that the surface is about one-half 
inch below the top of your flat. 
Be sure that the soil is well wa- 
tered and also the moss. e 

They recommend rubbing the 
sphagnum moss through hardware 
cloth of three meshes to the inch. 
I suppose..if ycu don’t have the 
hardware cloth you could shred 
your moss in some other way. 

Sprinkle your seeds on the 
moss and cover with a pane of 
glass. Keep it out of the sun- 
light ‘until the seeds have germin- 
ated. As the seedlings develop, 
admit air gradually. . If the moss 
is thorcughly wet at the start no 
further water is required until a 
few days after germination, al- 
though this may vary. It’s dif- 
ficult to detect when the moss is 
dry, so be on the safe side and 
add water if in doubt. 

Using sphagnum moss, the arti- 
cle states, eliminates to a very 
large extent any danger of damp- 
ing-off. The seedlings, when they 
are a couple of weeks old, can be 
merely lifted right cut of the 
sphagnum moss without a great 
deal of harm to the roots and 
transplanted. If you supply nu- 
trient: in your water, you could 
keep the seedlings in the moss for 
several months without a great 
deal of harm. 

Well, as I say, that’s just an 
idea. You might like to try it 
out if you insist on growing your 


own plants.
